The change made in the revised 
ugreement én regard, to terminals ds 
strictly in line with the ideas expres- 
sed in the Capital on Friday and is 
quite satisfactory.

This clause takes ‘the place of one! 
in the first draft allowing the corpora- 
tion to cancel or modify this wgree- 
ment. Do the words! “modified, var 
ied or altered” din the new clause give 
the city the power to put the com- 
pany’s cars off the streets altogether 
at any time, which amounts to the 
cancelling of the agreement? The 
power of cancellation, at some time 
or other, should tbe given. If this is 
to be provided for, we cannot see why 
the word “cancel” does not appear in 
this clayse, when dt appeared in that. 
first drafted. 

The. only other possible —ob- 
jection that the Capital can see is in 
respect to the handling of freight ‘traf- 
fic. The express matter which tthe 
campany is allowed to carry is limited 
ta perishable products, stich as milk, 
butter and eggs, and “generally such 
things or parcels as are usually car- 
ricdsin the express compartment of an 
electric ‘interurban car.” (Where sep- 
arate cars are used for express pur- 
poses, these are tochave the same ap- 
pearance and flangeway as the passen- 


ger cars, and are to have the same 
privileges as the latter. But the 


freight cars, which will evidently be of 
the type used on the steam roads, are 
only allowed ‘the use of the streets 
north of the C. N. R. tracks, 

The wisdom of granting even this 
limited privilege is doubtful. ‘Dhe 
carrying of heavy freight through ‘t! 
streets is’ bound to ‘be a source of a 
noyance. Mr, Stewart Lyon of th 
Toronto Globe, ‘to whose letters gh 
the question from American cities tHe 
Capital referred the other day, fougid 
that opinion there was. that. freyf 
should ‘be allowed to enter the 
only on private right af way.

MANY VILLAGES ARE IN DANGER 


Minnesota and Wisconsin Suffer Terrible 
Losses From Forest Fires Driven by 


High Winds, 


Milwaukee, May 11.—'l’he entire 


northeastern “portion of Minnesota’s 


forest lands is smoldering, Vast re- 
gions in Wisconsin are swept by the 


flames. Several villages are threaten? 


ed with destruction and large Josses 
seem inevitable from forest fires, ac- 
cording to despatches received there. 
Reports of vessel captains and train 
crews entcring Superior, Wis., seem 
to indicate that fires are seattered 
over an area of at least sco miles. 

Fires appear to be burning jin all 
Wisconsin. Reports from Washburn, 
Wis,, say that the flames ‘have entered 
the largest ‘tract, of standing timber 
in tthe state. High winds are fanning 
the flames and the entire crews of the 
Hines Lumber Company are fighting 
it. 

Thousands of dollars damage is re- 
ported from Washburn. Fires shave 
been raging for two days and the 
homes of farmers living in ‘the Tour 
Mile creek yalley along the Northern 
Pacific Railway west of the -city are 


threatened. © Fires) are burning. on 
every side of ‘the city. 
At numerous points in Northern 


Minnesota fires are blazing up threat- 
ening the settlers’ homes, 

From the Reservation ° River, 30 
miles beyond Grand Marais to points 
50 miles west of Duluth come reports 
of serious fires, The little town of 
Taft, near Grand Marais, was nearly 
destroyed, only 8 buildings being Jeft 
Standing.

SAYS FRASER 


Advice of Special Envoy of the 
Board of Trade, 


CITY MUST ADVERTISE ITSELF 


Eastern Cities, Provinces and States are 


Working. to Keep the People 
There. 


— 


“This city in particular, and the 
West in general, is amply. justified 
in their campaign of extensive ad- 
vertising,” declared A. G_ Fraser, 
the special envoy of the Board of 
Trade, who has just returned from a 
live weeks’ tour of the principal cities 
of Canada and the States, to obtain 
iiformation as to the most effective 
methods employed in industrial cam- 
ppigns. 

“We in the West can no longer 
go on the assumption that the peo- 
ple of the United States are eagerly 
crowding over the border to take up 
land here, because there is no other 
opening. That idea is entirely wrong. 
All through Washington, Idaho and 
Oregon intensely active colonization 
campaigns are being conducted by 
the various railways, and in the older 
States and provinces a great cam- 
paign has been inaugurated of edu- 
cating the farmers in the matter of 
conservation of their land's fetrility. 
Old and abandoned farms are being 
taken up and the life of the farmer 
in the east made decidedly attractive. 
There is nothing for us to do but 
keep pegging away.” 

In his trip Mr. Fraser visited Win- 
nipeg, Toronto, Hamilton, Montreal, 
New York, Columbus Ohio, Detroit, 


Chicago, Spokane, Portland, Victoria 


and Vancouver. 

In the big cities he saw the prom- 
inent business men and the chambers 
of commerce. The purpose his 
visit to Columbus, Ohio, was to see 
Prof. Orton, of Ohio University, the 
noted clay expert, from whom he se- 
cured information dealing with .the 
clay industry, which it is contended 
can be developed on an enormous 
scale in this part of the province.

Removal to Westminster Hall to be 
Great Ceremonial, 


FUNERAL TO START ,IN ABBEY 


It will Take Place on the Twentieth-- 
Arrangements are Now Being 


Made. 


London, May 11—The city is as- 
suining comparatively its normal as- 
pect. xcept for the appearance of 
mourning emblems along the streets, 
fluttering of flags) at half-mast, and 
the drawn blinds of the leading club 
houses and government. offices, a 
stranger visiting London today would - 
find little outward evidence of the 
momentous occurrences which have 
attracted the attention of the world 
within the past four days. The or- 
dinary life of the metropolis has fal- 
len back to its accustomed channels. 

In the meantime, however, prepara- 
tions are going forward for the im- 
posing funeral. which will be given 
the late monarch. Arrangements are 
being made behind closed doors. The 
chief officers of. the royal household 
and of the Cabinet are shaping pre- 
liminaries. Thus far little of the de- 
tails have been made pubke. 

Politics Not Discussed. 

Chief attention was centered in the 
first meeting of the Cabinet since the 
return of Premier Asquith following 
the death of King Edward... It does 
not appear, however, that the minis- 
ters gave any. special consideration 
to the momentous political: questions 
now pending. They discussed the ap- 
pointment of a committee to revise 
the Civil List as is necessitated by the 
change of the sovereign. The ques- 
tion of the future policy of the gov- 
ernment in regard to: constitutional 
issues was touched upon, but if any 
conclusion was reached no announce- 
ment to that effect was made. 

Moving King’s Bedy. 

Contrary to the ‘original intention 
that the body of King Edward should 
be quietly and privately removed from 
Buckingham Palace to Westminster 
Hall on Tuesday next, it now has 
been decided that the removal shall 
be accompanied \with considerable 
ceremonial, and the cortege will be 
an imposing military spectacle. The 
Commons will assemble in the morn- 
ing and repair in a body, to West- 
minster Hall to receive the body 

Following the three days on which 
the body lies in state it is probable 
that instead of the funeral proces- 
sion proceeding direct to Paddington 
Station the casket will be borne to 
Westminster Abbey for the reading 
of the first part of the burial ser- 
vice. According to this plan the ser- 
vice would be completed tater in the 


day at Windsor Castle. AM the 
churches throughout the United King- 
dom are arranging to hold memorial 
services upon the day of the state 
funeral. 


HE CONFESSES. 
DOUBLE MURDER 


Says he Only Intended to Frighten 
Policemen but That Gun Exploded 
in the Scnffe. 


Montreal, May 11.—A full confes- 
sion was last night made by Timothy 
Canby, the Liverpool Intshman, who 
‘had been arrested on the charge of 
murdering Constables Fortin and 
O'Connell last Friday night. Canby, 
who was a watchman at the Ames 
Holden warchouse, said he shad ar- 
ranged with a secoryl hand dealer to 
sell him stolen bootd, and took a bag 
of ‘them to dispose of thes. But when 
he went into the store, Constable 
O'Connell appeared as he went out. 
Then O'Connell arrested him, and af- 
ter a struggle Constable Fortin came 
to the policeman’s aid. 

Canby said that a senMe started in 
Chaboille street and he ‘pulled dis re- 
volver intending to frighten the po- 
lice away, ‘but at discharged killing 
Tortin instantly. ‘hen, he claims, 
O'Connell seized this hams from ibe- 
hind, he still: holding the revolver, 
which again cxploded. hitting O'Con- 
nell in the abdomen with fatal results. 
Canby evidently felt his position keen- 
ly, and completely broke dowa avhen 
he made the confession.

Alberta Showed a Considerable Loss by 


Winter Killing and Drought in 
the South. 


Ottawa, Ont. May 11.—The census 
and statistics office has issued its May 


bulletin on the condition of crops 


and live stock for Canada. Reports 


made at the end of April show that. 


good progress had been made with 


the 
western provinces, but that in Que- 


spring seeding in Ontario, and 


dee and the Maritime provinces little 
more 'than a ibeyinning had been made. 
Ontario and Alberta are in the lead 


with spring wheat and oats, the for- 


mer svith 89.34 per cent. of spring 
wheat and 74.74 per cent. of oats in 
the ground, and the latter with 07.50 
of wheat and 53.13 of oats. Ontario 
had also 72.94 per cent. of barley seed- 
ed, and Alberta only 39.17 per cent. 

Manitoba and Saskatchewan did 
nearly equal proportions of wheat, ‘the 
former with 90.68 per cent. and the 
later avith 92.60 per “cent, but “both 
were slow with oats aad barley. Brit- 
ish Columbia had a showing of 78.33 
for spring wheat sown, of 81.66 for 
oats and 30.17 for barley. 

Ontario and) Akberta are the only 
provinces with a substantial showing 
of fall wheat and avhilst in the first 
named conditions at the end of April 
was 05.47 per cent, in the second it 
was only $1.06 per-cent. Alberta also 
showed a considerable loss by winter 
killing and drought, the proportion 
of the areas sown being 22.46 per 
cent, as compared with 6.42 sper cent, 
in Ontario. 

In British Columbia the loss by 
winter. killing avas five iper cent. of 
the area sown. and, the condition. at 
the end of April was roo, 

Hay and clover meadows suffered 
hy winter killing, 12.80 per cent. in 
British Columbia and 11.63 per cent.
